It would be unfunny and 
inappropriate), it’s not necessarily that she “can’t be seen”! because 
not witnessing means rejecting even the recognition that it can’t be 
seen. 


Not noticing that you can’t see it. 
In other words, it’s not there. 


What can’t be recognized doesn’t exist. That logic stands in the 
confines of the human brain, at least. 


And in this casel_I was able to recognize it, which I couldn’t see. I 
recognized that it couldn’t be seen|_/because after all. 


There was a Darkness there. 


A darkness\_la blackness, if you want. 


Or just plain black. 


To repeat myself, it was the middle of the day! _|the middle of a 
midsummer day, at that, with sunlight pouring down on us from the 
sky. 


Weather that could make you start sweating just standing stilll_lit 
was in an environment with simply excellent visibility that it 
appeared out of nowhere. 


That Darkness. 
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I could...try to interpret this phenomenon. 


Vision amounts to reflections and wavelengths of light, so if 
something doesn’t reflect it, the area is “displayed” as black|_/for 
example, coal looks so black because it has a high rate of light 
absorption, or better, black holes can’t ever be observed by the eye 
because they bend and suck everything into them, including 
light_lit seems like there’s just a Darkness there.

“T remember only that which I enjoyed and forget that which was 
unpleasant. 


“And so I cannot deny this unpleasant feeling for I’ve suddenly 
been reminded of something forgotten from my past that I hardly 
wanted to remember. 


“That said, I’ve no intention at all of blaming thee, so thou may rest 
easy in that sensel_ how should I put this. This time around, thou 
art, in a rare turn for thee, an entirely innocent bystander. 


“Twas not a case of ye sticking thine own head into a situation.

“Bound by none, bound by no shadow, one who lived as she 
pleased. 


“Suicidal? 


“Oh, no, I became a suicidal vampire after that_I’m impressed that 
ye managed to remember such an early character trait of mine. This 
is why talking about the past always embarrasses me so. 


“Still, strictly speaking, this will not be the first time I’ve spoken to 
thee about those days. I should have once told thee about the time I 
created my first thrall. 


“Brief as the discussion was. 


“Aye, during spring break, on the roof of this building. 


“Though I never spoke of the circumstances around it_lin other 
words, this was the same time I acquired the enchanted blade 
Kokorowatari, the one I’ve let thee borrow so many times. 


“T will have to give a bit of a preface, or perhaps a few warnings 
before I begin...

“While it may not have been a complicated, convoluted relationship 
such as ours, someone all but unrelated to thee having a master- 
and-servant relationship with myself, even temporarily, cannot but 
be an unpleasant story for thee. 


“Or perhaps I merely wish ye would feel that way. 


“Tis something a bit different in nature from the way ye ‘cheated’ 
on me by kissing that little tsukumogami girl earlier!_!for I was, for 
what ’tis worth, serious about it... Aye, I felt about as serious then 
as I did when I made thee my thrall. 


“Perhaps we could say I was more serious, as I made thee my thrall 
with the intention of turning thee back into a human. 


“At the very least, ’twas not a frivolous act. 
“So listen. 
“Do feel properly jealous. 


“To word it in plain terms, from thy perspective now, this thrall 
would be an ex-boyfriend of mine lsorry as I must be to disavow my 
virginity to thee. 


“Well, no, that one was a joke. 


“T know that the trust between us will not be shaken by my 
retelling, my rehashing of my past, not after all this time. 


“So my true warning to thee is to listen closely_/for this is no mere 
story of times past. ’Tis indeed a tale that still applies, that connects 
to this moment. 


“Four hundred years. 


“So the better part of my life, then... It all went by so fast. 


“Like the blink of an eye. 


“My memories are hazy. I’'d forgotten them completely until just a 
moment ago, after all. 


“Now, what should I start with. 


“Rather, where should I begin. 


“Aye, perhaps I’ll begin with the circumstances|_ithe circumstances 
that led to my visiting this land, Japan. Of course, it may not have 
been called by that name in those days. 


“Oh, ye must know. The official name ‘Japan’ only came into 
existence a few dozen years ago, no? Prior to that, ’twas the Empire 
of Japan... What was it before that? Ye must know, thou art 
studying for thine exams. 


“Ah, so Japan as a simple name existed prior to that? Hmm... I 
don’t quite understand. ‘The land of the rising sun’? Its derivation... 


“But in any case, I didn’t know any better at the time, even less 
than now. I didn’t know, for better or for worse. I didn’t know a 
thing about human culture or the like. 


“Why, forget any name, I did not even know that these islands 
existed here. I dove expecting to take a dip in the ocean, only to 
find land there. What a surprise it was. 


“Aye, a dip in the ocean. 


“Vampires can’t cross the sea? They can’t pass over running water? 
Well, I wouldn’t know what to say to such common sense. 


“Having ‘held’ my power and ‘fought’ me, thou ought to know 
better than anyone that I am a special, rare species of vampire to 
which such rules do not apply. 


“Not to mention that I was at my zenith then, in high bloom. 


“In high bloom and in new bloom. 


“Of course, vampires are still vampires_I do have those things ye 
would call vulnerabilities, such as being weak to the sun, or to 
garlic or crosses or what have ye, my properly ‘established’ rules 
and characteristics, but in those days I had regenerative abilities 
that far outstripped these weaknesses. 


“From the moment the sun began turning my body to ash, nay, 
before it even could, my body regenerated|lif my self of yore were 
to be biologically anatomized, I suppose I was an abnormally 
regenerative vampire.

“T wanted to see the aurora... Like I said already, I was not suicidal 
then, merely a traveler. 


“T was visiting the sights of the world. 


“Even as vampire hunters around the globe sought to take my 
life| Ino, no, the hunters of those days were no mere Dramaturgys or 
Episodes or Guillotine Cutters. 


“They would absolutely disgust you... Human rights and such 
weren’t given consideration in those days. 


“How the human world has changed in a mere four hundred 
years... Thy life would be hunted in those days simply for being 
immortal, even if thou were not a vampire. 


“Not that I gave any mind to it_!I enjoyed it, in fact. Twould not be 
until a little later that I began to tire of such battles, that I 
developed a distaste for them. 


“That I became suicidal. 


“T’m being serious when I say that I was simply, innocently, and 
purely enjoying my travels in those days\_jiah, the aurora was 
gorgeous. 


“Tis amazing, that aurora. 


“Ye ought to see it once while thou art alivel \well, I understand 
humanity is busy these days with global warming or whatever ’tis 
called, but I’m sure another ice age will come about eventually. It 
should be visible in Japan then, so don’t ye forget to watch. 


“Tf ye can live that long, that is. Ye seem to be bound for an early 
death despite thy immortality. 


“But, to jump to the conclusion, ’twas a mistake. 


“However much of an untrammeled traveler I wished to be, 
however much I wanted to see the aurora, the South Pole was the 
one place I should have never gonel_indeed, the North Pole too. 


“No, ’tis not as if I particularly dislike the cold. You could even say 
cold climes are my forte as a vampire. 


“And being immortal also means having no body temperature... 
’Twould get a bit complicated if I began down that path, as I’d need 
to explain the relation to zombies and ghosts and the like. 


“Nay, the problem is that there are no humans at the South Pole. 
"Tis what ye might call an uninhabited island. I have heard that 
technically speaking the North Pole is not land but floating ice...but 
thou must understand this well. 


“Aberrations stand in conflict with humans. 
“But they cannot come into existence without humans. 


“Tales of aberrations cannot come to be without eyewitness 
testimony or first-hand experience_’tis not as if penguins and polar 
bears would speak of my immortality or my monstrosity, no matter 
how I exhibited them. 


“Urban legends. 


“The word on the street. 
“Secondhand gossip. 
“Without humans, none would exist. 


“While I may not have frozen to death, I suppose I felt my existence 
weakening' Jah, ’tis no good, what a crisis I’ve found myself in. 
’Twas no time to be looking at the aurora, for I may soon become 
aurora myself. 


“Nay, I meant nothing by that. 


“There are no romantic legends that say a vampire turns to aurora 
when she dies! _ithere do seem to be some that state the aurora 
consists of the souls of the dead, but even that legend had no 
speaker for it at the South Pole. 


“There are now? Humans, at the South Pole? Antarctic Research 
Expeditions, ye say... Ah. So I was their herald. Not that I 
discovered, or researched, a thing. Regardless. 


“T thought that unless I did something, the great being known as 
myself would vanish into thin air, what a loss for the world, I must 
not die until I have vanquished the sun, and so I escaped the South 
Pole in a tizzy. 


“T escaped with a super jump instant air dash. 


“Aye, even I had to bend my knees and crouch prior to taking off. 
Hm? The tsukumogami girl’s jump? Ah, I suppose ye did speak of 
such things. 


“The Disengagement Edition of her Unlimited Rulebook. 


“Hmph, ’twouldn’t even merit comparison. To be clear with thee 
here, the recoil from my jump threatened to destroy the Antarctic 
landmass. 


“I took care not to, of course. 


“While I may not have wanted to stay there, ’twas a pleasant land. 


My plan was to make it a vacation home, a place where I could 
sequester myself at times when I wished to avoid humans. 
Meanwhile, I had not given any thought at all to where I might 
land. 


“Tt was a random, haphazard jump, and so I thought I would land in 
the ocean, anyway. My idea was to then take a little swim and 
refresh myself. 


“Three quarters of the world is ocean, so probability would state 
that I was most likely to land in it, no? And while I said the jump 
was a haphazard one, I did have some kind of a target, I aimed for 
somewhere around the Pacific! but. 


“But, much to my surprise, there was this country. 
“Hm? What’s that look on thy face? 


“No, there’s no need for worry. ’Tis not as if I crushed this nation 
underfoot. Perhaps I would have in the case of a solid landing, but 
that is where my good luck stepped in. 


“T fell in a lake. 
“Though it vanished when I did. 


“The scale is needlessly grand, ye say? Again, this is a story of me at 
my zenith! /but true, ye’ve barely seen me at the height of my 
powers. And that first impression was particularly bad. Ye see, the 
scale I fundamentally operate on is grand. 


“But, the lake. 


“When I landed in its waters|_|no, since I ended up with both feet on 
its bed, I suppose I ought to say that I landed on land after all_I 
made the lake disappear, and that is where the tale begins. 


“This worthless tale of a demon.” 
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“Well, I can’t help the lack of excitement in my voice because I 
already know the ending to this tale, which is to say, ’tis already 
evident to me that it will come to an awful conclusion, but while I 
call it a worthless tale, ’tis by no means an entirely unpleasant 
memory, a flashback I wish to recall none of. 


“As ye can see, I’ve a careless personality. 


“Careless, or perhaps perfunctory, or perhaps improvisatory, but in 
any case, I’ve lived my life from moment to moment not thinking 
about matters too deeply. 


“That must be why I’ve lived notably long for a vampirel_ [because 
I’ve lived it as hedonistically as I could, never giving too much 
thought to anything.

“Tve forgotten its name, though. 


“Nay, this isn’t something I’ve forgotten, I never made the effort to 
remember it to begin with\_Jas thou art well aware, I once had close 
to no interest in human society as a vampirel_all of it looked 
identical to me, and I made no effort to distinguish any of it from 
the rest. 


“T could barely distinguish one race from another. 


“What are the humans in this country, they’re all so tiny in 
size|_ithat was about the only thought I had. A well-grown boy is no 
uncommon sight now, but four hundred years ago, every one of 
thee was about thy height. 


“Hmph. 


“But well, I am the tiny one now. One never knows what the world 
may bring! \in any case, I apologize for making the story 
complicated, but the names of villages and humans and all those 
other kinds of proper nouns won’t be accurate going forward. 


“In fact, I shan’t even try. 


“As my senses direct me. 


“They won’t even be guesses_!’twould not necessarily be incorrect to 
call them nonsense. For about the only distinctions I was making 
were ‘village,’ ‘man,’ ‘woman,’ and ‘child.’ 


“T may have even mixed those. 
“All in a messy tangle. 


“T presume the lake whose disappearance I caused had some sort of 
name as well, but ’tis not one I remember...though ’twas a rather 
large pond. 


“Now that I think of it, I recall that annoying Hawaiian-shirted boy 
speaking of legends stating that your Lake Biwa was made by the 
footprint of an inhuman existence, but the opposite would hold true 
in my casel_for my footprints caused the lake to vanish. 


“That said, ’tis not as though I did it without any tricks. 


“Or perhaps not tricks, but there are always what thou might call 
advantageous conditions on my side whenever I perform any such 
large-scale acts\_lit seems the lake lacked much of its water in those 
days. 


“Aye, from a drought. 


“Twas an age with no dams or the like, so the damage dealt by 
global warming...or rather, long droughts was quite serious. 


“To the point where it truly was a matter of life and death. 


“It may be hard for one such as thee who lives in a blessed age to 
understand...but this was a time when the very concept of 


infrastructure did not existi_/but while it may nearly sound as 
though I feel sorry for the humans back then, I of course had no 
such conception at the time. 


“While I say that aberrations cannot exist without humans, that 
aberrations only come into being as such when they are first 
witnessed by humans, all of that is but theory speaking! _!to go 
further, ’tis naught more than an empty idea. 


“Why would I ever give my thanks or show my gratitude. lin fact, I 
cackled and joked that if the sun’s rays were causing them to grow 
weak and die, then why, ’twas nearly as though they were 
vampires. 


“Twas dark comedy, of course. 


“Butl_lby chance I had saved those helpless humans. How, ye ask? I 
thought I’d explained that already... 


“T said I’d made the lake disappear, did I not? 


“But ’tis not as if I’m an explosive. 


“And I spoke of how I have no body temperaturel_|I would not say I 
have none whatsoever, due to my remarkable regenerative abilities, 
but let us put that aside. 


“This is to say that no matter the speed, Mach whatever, at which I 
landed, I may have made the lake run dry, but ’tis not as though its 
water would vanish. 


“’Twould not evaporate, ye see. 


“True, the high speeds may have heated me to some degree, but I 
regenerate from even such hot temperatures back to a regular 
onel_|when I land, whether on water or land, my body temperature 
must be quite pedestrian. Let us ignore the un-pedestrian notion of 
landing there from the South Pole in the first place.

Dost thou expect me to be able to speak on the mechanisms of 
weather phenomena, anyway? ’Tis not as though I know everything 
merely because I’ve lived for a long time. Expect not the wisdom of 
the wizened from me, I told thee I’ve lived my life in the moment.

“Thou must be thinking, what’s so impressive about making it rain, 
or at least thou must not understand why doing so was such a 
virtuous act.

“The age was one where men staked their lives on praying for 
rain\_|they did not need me to split the land in two, for a long 
drought was damaging enough to do just that on its own. 


“T do think that the sun has mellowed since those daysl_[though it 
depends from place to place. In any case, I want thee to understand 
the era’s historical background. 


“And it was in this time and these conditions of this land|_Ithat I 
made it rain. 


“Twas only as a result! but I saved not just many lives but entire 


hamlets all around the lake, far and wide. 


“T mean not to boast, I have no interest in bragging. "Twas not my 
intention, after all. I do not consider saving a human life as any 
great deed, either! Jand one false step would have turned the 
miracle into a disaster. 


“Had I landed in a place away from the lake, the center of a village, 
for example, I may have kicked up not the water of a lake but the 
drought-cracked land itself. While I would not go so far as to say 
that ’'d have flipped these islands upside down, a number of towns 
would have met such a fatel_Ja disaster. 


“That is in part why I aimed for the sea when I leapt...while ’tis 
true that I generally have no interest whatsoever in human culture 
or life, ’tis not as if I’d take pleasure in massacring them on a large 
scale. Of course ’'d want to avoid doing so if I could. 


“But if I couldn’t, I wouldn’t. 
“T am an aberration, after all. And a vampire. 


“One of a degenerate tribe where suicide and the slaying of kin are 
chronic issues humans had different ethics in those days compared 
to now, and I would say that perhaps mine are different as well. 
Maintaining the same character for four hundred years is an 
impossible task\_lespecially in my case, I can now show some bit of 
understanding when it comes to humans by way of the strong 
influence ye’ve had on me, but in those days? 


“Tm sure this is rather unpleasant for thee to hear, a modern man 
and one closer to the human side, but ’tis the truth. What I’m trying 
to say is that I did not upend the water in the lake to become any 
savior of the villages around it. 


“Allow me to state that much. 


“There would be no point at all in telling the legend of a savior 
rather than of a vampire.

“Bitter, frozen blizzards ialong with those many days when I was 
never once recognized as an aberration. While I may have been at 
my zenith, I was a little, just the littlest bit tired. 


“The littlest bit, ye hear? Littlest. 


“So now that I was in a place with plenty of humans that would 
recognize me, I thought I would take it easy and rest. Call it a whim 
if ye want. A whim quite befitting of mel_being treated as a god 
meant free lodgings and food. 


“’Twas a holiday of sorts. 


“T was on an island nation, after all. Like being on Hawaii, were I to 
give a modern comparison.

“I was truly amiss not to noticel_/nay, not even know this. 


“But let us put that aside.

Dramaturgy.

That kind of person. 


“Well, I supposel_while I’m sure negotiators similar to that 
Hawaiian-shirted boy existed in those times as well, he was 
different from that type. The descendant of a storied line of those 
who made yokai extermination their calling! may be what he said, 
or maybe not...” 


“What, your memory’s fuzzy about something that important?” 


“T cannot help it. Memories are worn away by time.” 
“Worn away...” 
Um. 


Listening to her speak, I was beginning to wonder. Didn’t memories 
ever get idealized in her case?

She was speaking like someone who was struggling to remember 
what she ate for dinner a week ago...like someone who was going 
back and recalling everything she ate to figure out what caused her 
food poisoning, for example... 


But this was four hundred years ago, not a week. Maybe there 
wasn’t anything left to see through any rose-tinted glasses... Still. 


“This is an important episode about you and your first thrall, right? 
Even if your memories have gotten worn down, would they really 
get that vague? I mean, fill in whatever’s missing with your 
imagination. Sentimentally. You told me to get jealous, but nothing 
about your words just now would make anyone jealous.” 


“Ts that so. But now that ye mention it, he was a fairly different 
type of man from thee, and different too was the situation. Perhaps 
a direct comparison is misguided... Also, by now, if I may make 
something clear, and not out of any thoughtfulness for thee, the 
impression he left is not as strong as thine.” 


“Hm? Really? But wasn’t he your first?” 


“Being my first thrall does not mean he must be more memorable 
than my second... While ye may now be dating that tsundere girl 
and practically speak of her as thy first love, I’m sure that most 


strictly speaking, thou had a crush on thy dry nurse in kindergarten 
or the like. But ye’ve simply forgotten that!_lsee?” 
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Well, I understood her logic. 


But it did seem more suspect if you were to ask me if I thought my 
time in kindergarten matched up with Shinobu’s experiences at two 
hundred. 


No, wait, was this really about impressions and not memories? 


In terms of romances, people always wanting to think that the love 
they’re experiencing at the moment, first or not, is the best_!the 
psychology of wanting to think so... 


It seemed clear the story Shinobu was sharing with me wasn’t a 
pleasant one for her\_/but even then, something still bothered me. 


Did it matter so little? 
Shinobu’s first thrall? 


“Didn’t you call him something like a man you could entrust your 
back to?” 


“T did, but then I came to know thee. He feels a bit lacking in that 
regard, looking back.” 


Hmmm. 
She was being way too candid. 


She still treasured his enchanted blade, carrying it with her in her 
belly, and yet 


“Also, doesn’t your moniker ‘aberration slayer’ originally come from 
what people called your first thrall’s sword?” 


“Aye,” confirmed Shinobu. “A sword passed down from generation 
to generation...among a clan of yokai exterminators. A sword that 


had slain aberrations since time past|_/that must have been 
worshipped like a god in its own right. I call it an enchanted blade, 
but ‘divine blade’ might accord better with reality.” 


“Divine blade...” 


“And the human who wielded it would have been like a godl may 
have been a living god in his own right.” 


“T can’t help but feel like you’re putting a veil over everything 
you're talking about. You keep on calling this guy he and him...but 
don’t you think it’s about time you told me the name of your first 
thrall? I can’t picture his face if you don’t.” 


“Who knows.” 


“Huh, that’s a weird name. Hunose? But maybe it wasn’t that weird 
back in those days...wait, what?” 


“Stop with thy surprise. Have I not told thee again and again? I 
recall the human world’s proper nouns but vaguely, and call none 
by name. Listen when people speak to thee.” 


No...I was listening. 
And yes, she did say that. 
But I assumed there’d be exceptions...or rather, a limit? 


How could she not even remember the name of someone that 
important, the name of the main character? Just how in the 
moment did she live her life? 


“And I always called him Aberration Slayer!/as I am called now,” 
she said. “He was easier to distinguish from other humans as he 
held that blade, and he had the unique air of an expert about him 
as well.” 


“He was unique and special so it made him easy to distinguish... 
which was paradoxically why you didn’t need to call him by his 


name?” 
I could understand the logic there... 
But it was too much of a stretch. 


It sounded like an excuse, or simply too cold by anyone’s 
standards. _|wasn’t that just too cold-blooded? 


Where did her iron blood and hot blood go? 


“Look, ye’ve got it all wrong,” Shinobu chided me. “Thou art an 
exception among exceptions for myselfi_las thou art the only one in 
my over five hundred years to whom I owe my life.” 
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“Compared to that, my relationship with the man who was my first 
thrall was casual. When I think back to him now. That is also why I 
thought I may be able to arouse thy jealousy, but it appears as 
though I could not\_|perhaps jealousy for a man whose face thou 
cannot see, whose name thou dost not know, is a tall order.” 


“You’ve been living a lot more casually than I thought...” 

In fact. 

I was amazed she’d managed to survive for so long. 

Maybe it just proved how powerful of an aberration she was... 


“Then for convenience’s sake,” I proposed, “why don’t we call him 
Aberration Slayer I? The First Aberration Slayer would be too long.” 


“Tis the exact same length when ye say it out loud.” 
“Never mind.” 


She wasn’t wrong to point that out, but “the first aberration slayer” 
sounded too impersonal. 


Maybe it didn’t reflect his personality if Aberration Slayer was 
originally the name of a blade (it might be like calling me “School 


Uniform”), but I wanted to do at least that much for my 
predecessor. 


Forget jealousy, I was starting to sympathize with him... 
You had to wonder. 


“And then what? Did your slacker lifestyle change a bit when 
Aberration Slayer I came along?” 


“Well, to some degree.” 


“Tf he was an expert in yokai extermination...that has to mean he 
showed up to exterminate you, right? He heard rumors about you 
from somewhere then appeared to attack youl” 


“Nay. Not in the slightest_lwe did battle once, but he hadn’t come 
to exterminate me. Think upon it, now. I was being venerated as a 
god in those rumors he heard. Not scorned as some target he 
needed to exterminate.” 


“Is that...how it works?” 


Even if there weren’t any legends of vampires in Japan at the time, 
there must have been aberrations that sucked human blood|_Jso it 
felt like an expert would be able to detect that Shinobu was a 
vampire and not any kind of god. 


“Oh, wait_iI guess he found out in the end if you made him your 
thrall,” I noted. 


“Indeed|_Jso why don’t I focus in on that bit.” 
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“So as I said, he came not to exterminate me but to check things for 
himself. An entire lake had disappeared and a god had manifested 
from it... Twas not a situation that one with his pedigree could 
ignore. 


“Though I do feel it took him some time to arrive... True, 
information did not travel as swiftly then as it does in this age. His 
transportation methods were limited as well. 


“Now that I mention it, he arrived transported in a palanquin. 


“With a long retinue tailing behind_’twas a regular daimyo 
procession. Not that I’ve ever seen a genuine one. 


“Still, all of those followers. 


“He must have been as important as any feudal lord. 


“T suppose thou could call them his thrallsi he may have been 
connected in some way to those with effective control over the 
villages in the area. 


“Perhaps he was even one of them himself. 


“The villagers did kowtow terribly to him! |but hierarchies within 
human communities are not something I am familiar with. 


“What I am sure of, or rather, what was important was that he had 
come to my temporary abode! |he posed no threat to me no matter 
how many humans came along with him, but something was 
different this one time. 


“T did not feel threatened by him. 


“Ye may think that odd, as he was an expert...or a hunter, but I had 


been dealing with those types year-round. 
“T could not even distinguish them from regular humans. 


“Call me too casual, but what am I to do when that is who I am? 
There’s no need for me to distinguish between hunters and regular 
humans, anyway\ ithe two are alike. 


“Of course, the Hawaiian-shirted boy I met when I was weakened 
did leave a strong impression on me, as did Kaiki and Kagenui after 
I became a little girl. 


“Tis simply how it goes. Don’t ye think poorly of me. 


“That said, it woke me up. I was awakened by their arrivall_|which 
is not to say I had been sleeping in the shrine until then. 


“He aroused my awareness of things for the first time in a while. 


“In others words, as I was living my lukewarm existence as a god, I 
found a fine stimulus. But again, ’tis not to say that hel_Jor that 
gathering! |was what excited me. 


“Those blades. 


“The ones he had\_lhanging off of his hips. The ones he wore, would 
thou say? I’m unsure of the distinction there... 


“In any case. 


“The two blades the man had as he left his palanquin, one large and 
one smalll_|those are what drew me in. 


“Though it may sound a bit vulgar that my attention was drawn to 
a man’s hips. Thou and I would then share a love of hips belonging 
to the opposite sex, so perhaps in that sense our connection is age- 
old. 


“T jest. 


“Hm? Aye. 


“Two of them, two blades|_ithe longer being the enchanted blade 
Kokorowatari. 


“The one whose replica ye’ve wielded _|the true one is rather more 
dangerous. 


“The replica has been de-tuned some. 
“Twas too dangerous. 


“Of course, ’twas not that effective of a weapon on me...but it did 
at least open my eyes. 


“Twas enough of a stimulus. 


“Hm? What about the smaller blade? The short sword? 


“The secondllof the two blades? 


“Ah, have I never spoken of it? I thought I already had... Mayhap 
twas my imagination. 


“Thou could say it was a backup...like something to keep the first, 
too dangerous Kokorowatari in check. 


“Perhaps we could call it a sheath... Well, both the original 
Kokorowatari and this short sword had their own, separate sheaths, 
so the metaphor would only serve to complicate the story. 


“A weapon that was too dangerous needed a follow-up, an 
accompaniment! _imy replica is but a replica, of course, so ’ve no 
need for the short sword. 


“The second enchanted blade_lthe short sword was known as t. 


“Dost thou find it odd that I recall the name of the short sword, in 
addition to the one that I still use? Well, ’tis no special exception. 


“That is simply how much of a set the short sword was with its 
leading blade Kokorowatari. The two, the heart and the dream, 
kokoro and yume, were one, and no sword could cut them apart, so 
to speak. 


“If Kokorowatari is the aberration slayer. 


“Then Yumewatari was\|the aberration savior. 


“A divine blade that has been passed down through the generations 
becomes something like an aberration itself, so my own radar was 
pinging like mad. 


“T left the shrine the moment I felt its presence!_iwell, to be precise, I 
blew the shrine to dust. Moving was such a bother that I chose to 
have the shrine disappear. 


“T compared it to a daimyo procession...but I would say he had, oh, 
fifty men with him? I believe he, its leader, was not the only expert, 
and that the other forty-nine were not mere underlings. 


“Well, doing away with a shrine might not be enough of a 
miraclel_\but ’twas a sufficient display of power. Though if I truly 
made use of my power, it would be the earth I could make 
disappear, not a simple shrine. 


“T suppose the sun is the only thing I cannot disappear. Aye, my one 
and only goal, which I continue to hold to this day. 


“Oh, don’t say thou would never allow me to. ’Tis my one and only 
goal... But in any case, I succeeded in surprising them, even if ’twas 
not the point of making the shrine disappear. "Twas just too much 
of a bother to walk outside... To me, it was naught more than a 
structure I could rebuild. 


“Yet that, and no more, managed to suppress them. 


“For while they may have been experts in the field of yokai 
extermination, I was so far removed from any they’d known. the lot 
of them were gripped with terror. 


“They collapsed on the spot. How disgraceful. I found myself losing 
my own will to fight, in fact. 


“Only a few were able to continue standing in the face of my 
glaring countenance... Ah, I want to say about five of them. 


“Aberration Slayer I, if ye want me to use that name as well... Only 
he, as well as the men directly under him, his four knights as it 
were, managed to stay on their feet and look in my direction. 


“That probably is not to say they were unflustered. 


“And ’twas not as though they recognized that I was not a god but a 
vampire! lif anything, they believed me to be a true god. 


“At least, one with enough power to be called such and 
venerated|_land, as thou said, the color of my hair and skin were 
novel to the people of the land, so I must have appeared divine in 
the sun’s reflection. 


“Now. What do ye think I did next? 


“What did I do in the face of this continued misunderstanding? To 
be honest, I wavered for a moment. For as I said earlier, I sensed 
that they were hunters due to those swords. 


“T could see a battle unfolding were I to reveal my true identity. 


“Vacations are nice, but so is the occasional stimulusl|_'so perhaps I 
should ratchet things up a bit. 


“T would be lying if I claimed not to have felt that way. 


“Hm? Nay, to jump ahead, I did not reveal my identity, nor was 
there any battle. Iam a pacifist, as thou art aware. Aye, a 
pacifist! one who hates to fight, a humanist who believes in love 
above all. 


“I make myself want to laugh, taking on the title of humanist when 
I am not even human... Tis a white lie so audacious, I turn pale. 
My apologies, that was overdoing it, even as far as jokes go. 


“The reason we did not find ourselves in a battle next was simply 
that they did not seek one. 


“As a bunch of men who made yokai extermination their job, I 
would be the exact type of creature they needed to kill. But in those 
days, as I just said, I was not yokai nor vampire, but a god. I was 


evidently on the level of a god, at least in terms of sheer power, so 
that was all for them. 


“Though they did ask, as a formality. 
“Are ye truly a god?’ 


“T still hesitated to call myself a god, though, so I answered, ‘Think 
of me as ye wish...but do not call me by any name’... I was able to 
give that much of a response by then, as I understood some bit of 
Japanese...and apparently my answer was persuasive. 


“Of course, they did not attend to me like the vicinity’s 
inhabitants|_itheir response was a realistic one in that sense. "Twas 
not as though their attitude toward me suddenly changed, either. 


“If anything, they were quite businesslike. 


“A god, is that so, then please sign these documents here and we 
will call thee later|_|that sort of thing. 


“Figuratively, of course. 


“T presume they had already dealt with many gods other than 
myself_|’twas as if they felt at home once they knew me to be one. 
Even those who collapsed upon first impressions stood right back 


up. 


“Though I was not an actual god... 
“Well, familiarity can be a frightening thing. 


“T suppose ye could say familiarity was the main reason none of 
them feared a god, or that they even made light of gods, but I think 
the fact they were of the ruling class played a role as well. In other 
words, droughts did not particularly affect them. 


“They would not have been saved by me. 


“And not just I, they would not have been saved by any ‘god’ _\they 
had conceived of, created, and implemented systems that allowed 
them not to have to rely on gods. 


“Such men do not venerate gods. If anything, they see gods as their 
equals. 


“Believe and ye shall be saved, as we said, but it may in fact be 
closer to the truth to describe it as a manner of hindsight bias, 
whereby having been saved, one believes. 


“But let us return to the subject. 


“The rest of our conversation turned awkward, in part due to my 
unreliable Japanese, but we agreed to some promises I would 
adhere to as I played out my role as a god. 


“Every land has its own rules. 


“While we did not put them into writing! |paper was quite valuable 
in those daysi|to summarize they told me to ‘not go too far.’ 


“Having no reason to agree to such conditions, I considered routing 
them after all, but stopped myself. 


“That enchanted blade was about the only thing I was interested in, 
and at the end of the day, even it was merely a blade. If it was 
being wielded by a human, I had nothing to fear. 


“T assumed that if the time came to fight, we would fight!_I decided 
to leave it up to fate. 


“T did not have any clue then. 


“Of just how wrong that decision was_I never imagined what 
would come from leaving everything in the hands of fate. 


“None of it would have happened had I used their visit as my 
chance to leavel my goodness. 


“My goodness, what a wretched story.” 
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“So, this short sword!” I interrupted Shinobu, suddenly curious, 
“what was it like?” 


It was probably a digression that took us away from what I wanted 
to learn then, but I still felt like I needed to ask. 


I needed to hear it. 


I felt like ’'d come to really regret it if I didn’t ask her|_iwhich isn’t 
to say that some serious development involving it promised to come 
up soon. It was a more basic feeling that she’d forget its story unless 
I put the question to her right there. 


While I’d discussed Kokorowatari with Shinobu a number of times, I 
hadn’t even heard of the existence of this short sword_I’d never 
gotten even a whiff of it in the past.

Though it does sound odd to describe aberrations as being brought 
back to life, as they were never alive to begin with...but in essence, 
tis a blade that can resurrect aberrations.” 


“T don’t get it.” 


“A slice from that blade could bring an aberration slain by 


Kokorowatari back to lifellin other words, ’tis an item with a 
healing property. Of course, the only wounds it heals, the only 
aberrations it revives, are those who suffered harm from 
Kokorowatari, giving it a rather limited capacity” 


Another reason my dull replica does not require that short sword at 
all, added Shinobu. 


“And ’twould be heavy carrying around two blades.” 
“Light or heavy shouldn’t be an issue for you...” 
“True, ’tis just how I feel. Also, I only slay.” 

She was right. 


If Yumewatari’s role was to place a limit on the sharpness of 
Kokorowatari, Shinobu didn’t need it. 


She’d never try to return a slain aberration to life. 


All aberrations were nothing more than food to her 


“In that case,” I remarked, “it almost feels like you’d be able to eat 
the sword itself.” 


“T wonder. I doubt even I could have digested those two blades...” 


The way she replied to a joke with a serious-sounding response 
made me think she really did try and fail to eat them four hundred 
years ago.

“Ye dunce,” she said before kicking me. 
I got kicked by a little girl.

I of course had no objections to being kicked by a little girl’s bare 
foot (don’t take that the wrong way, I only mean that I’m not that 
petty of a person), so instead of taking her to task for the attack, I 
simply said, “What’s the matter? Can’t I imagine a situation where 
you were killed with one slice and brought back to life with 
another?” 


“Nay, ye can’t. How could I have forgotten Aberration Slayer I’s 
name had he been so gifted that he could slay me? Have I not 
properly recalled the names of those three vampire hunters who 
stole my limbs from me in a true battle?” 


“Oh, right...” 
She remembered the names of strong people, in other words. 
What a combat geek. 


In that case, it was hard to tell if she remembered Oshino’s name... 
While he did outwit her once, it wasn’t as if they fought for real. 


Then again, he could have left a strong impression as an expert with 
a love of harassment and a terrible personality. 


And practically speaking, it felt like she only remembered the 
names of those three hunters because everything with them had 
taken place just half a year ago... 


“T shall say this for the sake of my honor in any case. By no means 
was I slain by Aberration Slayer Ii leven what I call our battle was 
but a diversion.” 


“A diversion?” 


“A little entertainment over drinks. I merely toyed with him for a 
bit_I did want to test those blades.” 


Aye, ’twas an item that could easily make history, Shinobu said, as 
if she was moved| land if she carried around a replica, her high 
opinion of it wasn’t surprising. 


“But, well, the real one vanished... It disappeared, tales and all, so 
unfortunately ’tis no longer part of anyone’s memories, let alone 
history.” 


“Hearing you say all of this makes it sound like it was only the 
blades that were amazing, like this Aberration Slayer I guy wasn’t 
impressive at all.” 


“Now, I would not go that far. If that was how my words sounded, 
it must have been the result of my consideration for thee.

Thou completed that all- 
important task. 


“Indeed. 


“The aberration that I am\_I, the king of aberrations, or rather, my 
past self, the presence known as Kissshot Acerolaorion 
Heartunderblade!_igathers aberrations. 


“Like a bug zapper of sorts.

The only harm that would come to a place is a 
darkening of its general mood. 


“But it could certainly lead to a Great Yokai War!!what that 
Hawaiian-shirted boy told thee was no exaggeration. 


“Even then| [that would not be a problem on its own. In reality, I 
would have been able to handle the situation had it arisen. Were I 
at my zenith, I could have dealt with this town’s hangout with ease, 
no matter how it grew. 


“Tt only became a problem because I lost my powers after attracting 
it here||and because that Hawaiian-shirted boy had me under 
observation. 


“As a bug zapper, I was at least able to handle whatever I 
attracted\_'that said, I’d be no match for them if I allowed so many 
to gather that they were out of control, and so I moved as 
appropriate. 


“Dost thou understand now? 


“Why I could not stay forever as a godi_’twould become a crucible 
of aberrations had I continued to be there. Heaven to me, ’twould 
be hell to anyone else. 


“Hedonist though I may be, I am no decadent. 


“Tis not my desire. 


“And so I thought! [perhaps I should cease this vacationer’s life at an 
appropriate time. 


“But I had been careless here because I’d previously been at the 
South Pole, a land where neither humans nor aberrations exist. 


“Tt had caused my senses to go awry_lI had not noticed one bit that 
despite my presence in that village, those ‘bad things’ were not 
gathering at all. 


“’Twas hard to notice, as local yokai appeared from time to time. 
Even I would have surely felt that something was off had not a one 
appeared. 


“They’re taking awfully long to gather this time. 

“So perhaps I could stay here for a little longer. 

“T suppose I can let them treat me as a god. 

“The food is good, and I can sleep as much as I wish. 
“Ah, what joy... That is how I felt. 


“Oh, do not call it self-indulgence. "Twas not as if I traveled because 
I wanted to, so of course I’d want to sit down and rest from time to 
time! Itheir treatment of me as a god aside. 


“So I made an exception and put off leaving again and again, 
staying there for one long year. 


“Tis still okay, ’tis still okay, ’tis still okay_JI thought. 


“But each seemingly peaceful day that passed was another lost 
opportunity to avert a tragedy. 


“Tt all happened|_Inay, ’twas noticed to be happening not by me or 
that group of experts, not by Aberration Slayer I, but by the 
residents of the area. 


“Aye, that bunch living around me. 


“You see, aberrations spread by word of mouth' _|by the time they 
imbue the common populace and make it to the ‘top,’ ’tis already 
too late. There is not a thing that can be done then|_though this was 
not an aberration, of course. 


“This was their story. 

“People are disappearing, they said. 
“People are going away, they said. 
“People are vanishing, they said. 


“They leave and never come back, they said. 
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“That on its own sounds like a case of humans being ‘spirited away. 
But ’twas hard to explain it all as such, for I was there, a god living 
in a readily found location, which was an ironclad alibi after a 
fashion.

“T did think, Ah, so ’tis here at last\_ithat staying in a place for so 
long had caused a chain reaction of negative energy, but something 
still felt off. 


“Namely, there was a lack of eyewitness testimonies. 


“Twas as if I was only learning of the results of a phenomenon, not 
about the phenomenon itself_Inot one who either witnessed or 
experienced this ‘spiriting away’ came forth. 


“Humans were simply disappearing.

“That was alll ?twas self-contained.

Our conclusion was that 
perhaps these were crimes committed by a human. 


“For while there may be no such thing as a perfect crime for 
aberrations, perfect crimes by humans do exist.

“So had the negative aura. 
“T ought to have wondered about that. 


“But in reality, I nearly failed to notice the mere fact they had never 
come.

“Tt kept continuing.”

“You do hear that one a lot!” 
Umm... 
Yikes, hearing that really makes me think... 


She might be reformed and a lot more expressive now, but I still 
can’t quite tell what she’s thinking. 


Even at that moment, I couldn’t begin to imagine what she might be 
doing... Though the most likely option did seem to be that she was 
thinking about how to criticize me for skipping the start-of-school 
ceremony.

“T understand how you feel, kind monster sir! |but don’t get 
impatient. I’m for climbing down this mountain, but we ought to 
contact my sister before trying to reunite with the Aberration 
Slayer.” 


“Oh, rightlI guess that’s right. We need to learn more about this 


Darkness at the same time...” 
Agh. My anger was keeping my brain from working properly.
